DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 , 3-30, 33, and 34 are allowed over the prior art of record as amended by 
the applicant on 09/09/2009. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims in 
this application have been allowed because the prior art of record fails to disclose or 
render obvious the structure as recited in independent claim 1 . 

3. The closest prior art of record is Hjertman (USPN 6,599,272) and Smith (USPN 
5,997,513). 

4. Regarding independent claim 1 , the closest prior art of record fails to teach among 
all the limitations or render obvious a structure comprising a housing, adapted to 
receive a medication container, having a contact surface adapted to contact a 
patient's skin, wherein the contact surface comprises a through opening adapted to 
receive a needle assembly comprising a needle, having a retaining means 
configured to selectively lock the needle assembly at a locked position at the through 
opening; wherein an electromechanical actuator means and the retaining means are 
configured to automatically connect the needle to the medication container by 
moving the container towards the contact surface from a first operating position 
withdrawn inside the housing to a second operating position, while the retaining 
means maintains the needle assembly in the locked position.
